10* Draining of the NKVD agents was divided in two categories x 

a: Radio-communications training; tnis was generally given in a group 
of bungalows in a suburb of Moscow or in another group of houses in 
KUSNAREMKO(V)* Each bungalow housed alxut five or six agents* Agents 
of the sane nationd ity were as a rulo notput in the same bungalow* 

They had to adopt a cover narm and were expressly forbidden to reveal^ 
their private backgrounds* No student was allowed tc travel to Moscow 
while training at the radio school* 




The radio-ccmunicaticn curriculum consisted ofx sending and re- 
a ceiving (minimum 16 groins per minute); contacts with an unidentified 
jt 1 ' station; trouble-shot ting, co nstruction of receivers and transmitters*.

11. Training of agents of the Russian ^rty (Frc ntaufklaerungstruppcn) was 

rather short, (about two months) and was hold in mobile schools near the 

front-lines. The mein subject was military organization of the anea^y. No 
radio-communication schools were thero, as the W/T agents had already been 
fully trained before arriving there. 

12. The existence of carp no* 27 became known to subject in May 1?1*3 through 

the Russian agent ,*NG£HMuNN of the Funkspiel "Felixdcrf " * .apparently it was 
a concentration or holding area for all POtf *s, who were to bo trained os 
propagandists. Partisans, or secret agents. There were three areas or "zenos":

F* The Mission; Equipment and Documents* 

Uu On the eve of their departure, the agents of tho NKVD were given a 
mission order, which they had to read, sign and return to their chiefs. 

This document described exactly what th*y were to do and contained a clause 
whereby the agent engaged himssdf Go suffer aijy possible punishment if he 
failed in his missic» or would Jbotra^ any secrets. 
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IS* In tho poriud between the end of thoir studies and their dropping in 
onecy country they were housed in private houses in Moscow, hold by trust- 
ed people fron the B KVD* Host agents lived in the house of the widow of 
a Russian air Force colonel, who had fallen in the beginning of the Oer- 
man-Russian war. Agents were again forbidden to leave the houses and the 
others saw to it that no contact existed bo tween then and tho outside world. 



16. All agents woro excellently em&pped with docunontsj Gcburtss chain, 
Helnatschein, Nachwoise ueber Schulb i l riu ng, Partoi Logi tin at ionen , Arier 
Nachwoiso and tho documents necessary for the obtontion of tho latter do<n>- 
ments such as death certificates of ascendants , otc*-, Arbeit snachwoi s e , blank 
papers of the firm where thqy were supposed to work in order to nako then- 
selves some travel-orders, tfehrpass, a number cf blank police registration 
forms, a number of rubber stamps to fake police registration forms, digests 
in uni fern received a Scldbueh, V/ehrnachtf ahr sohoino , Url ubscholno and a 
number of rubber stamps for tho falsification of military documents. 



17. Subject remarks hero that the Russians wero unaware of one minor point 
concerning the Soldbuccher; when Soldbucchcr were printed at the printers* 
and bofere they received thoir cardboard wrapper, they wore counted by the 
military inspector. This man generally ran an indelible pencil cling tho 
binding to facilitate tho cc unting* Later, when tho cardboard wrapping 
was put on and the Soldbuch had been in use for awhile inevitably the 
I indelible pencil mark wtuld show up faintly through the binding. The Berlin 
I RSHA section IVa2 had cautioned subject to keep this fact a secret and to 
I Inspect the Soldbuecher Monel f for the indication cf the pencil mark. 



18. All personal documents used by the agents bore false family names, but 
usually the real Christian name of the agent was used, also the real birth- 
date* The agent KUTTi&X of the Komintern play was the only one whose, papers 
contained his real names and personal background. NKVD agents generally 
had two sets of false papers in two different names* Subject remarked about 
this — that carrying such a complete set of papers was rather unusual for 
anyone and bacamc a little too apparent aid absolutely unnecessary. The 
use of tho real Christian name was quite a danger, as the confession of a 
captured agent and his description of other agents could easily be tied up 
with tho agent to be captured. 

Ip . The agonts of tho NKVD generally carried a pistol pf German make, a 
dagger and some handgrenades for personal protection after the landing. The 
agents of tho Frontaufklaerungstruppen carried pistols , machinepiotols, 
•carbines (all of them with siincers), handgrenades and daggers. 




20. Signal equipment of the NKVD was of two types; 

a; The w/T set u Jack% which came in three jarts( rectifier, receiver 
and transmitter)* self-regulating set. It was possible to use crystals, 
on this set, as did the agents of the Funkspiel n Burgenland“ Maximum 
power; 30 watts. Tho transmitter was excellent, but the receiver 
was not selective enough*. Beth worked on alternating current, only. 
This set apparently was an iunerican invention, licence of which had be< 
obtained by the Russians. Tho entire set could bo put into a suit- 
case of tho following* size: 100cm x U0cmx30cn. . 




b; The W/T set, type "Tansor* 1 , apparently also in three parts, self- 
exciting j maximum strength 6 watts* ' It was an excellent set allowing 
perfect contact between Vienna and Moscow. This set could be easily 
hidden in a large size briefcase.- Also an jjnerican invention. 
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tatcd an antenna of about 2 On uf ordinary copper wire* 

21* Agents of tho Russian Fr<- ntaufklaerungstruppon wore equipped with a 
A W/T sot of the typo “Sever*'. The set can© in ono part, had a powor of 3 to 
lj watts, was self -excited and was powered by dry batteries. It was a good 
set of particularly robust construction. Its dimensions were such that it 
could easily bo hidden, without its batteries. In an ordinary brief case* 

22. All agents wero amply provided with spare tubes and spare parts. 

23* Agents of tho Funkspielo "Burgonla nd'« and “Rote Hauer" (sont ever 
Mourmansk to England, and dropped by a RjiF-plane) wero equipped with British 
fliers* do thing (without labels), rubber para-rhdiicta,. cuffs and gloves. 
Characteristically these two teams junked with ccmcullaged parachutes, while 
. the NKUD agents dropped from Russian planes usod parachutos cf rather poor 
quality white silk* The Konintcrn-toam wc.s tho worst oquippod; they wero 
not even in possession of cover- alls and KERSCHE had to borrow a training 
suit from his teammate SOUCEX, fer tho Jump.

25* Tho signal plan, carried by the agent, was generally in the fora of a 
micro-film of the size cf half a postage stamp. It was always sewn some- 
where in tho agent's dothes* This was a more convenient way of carrying 
it than the signal plan of the Allied agents, which was of tho size of a 
crystal and quite conspicuous. Tho Russian agent could easily destroy his 
signal plan, after capture. This was dene by the w/T agent of tho Funk spiel 
“Roter Uoerder 11 , who after his capture took tho signal plan out of his neck- 
tie and throw it in a latrine under the eyes of two goyiarmes. 

26. NKVD agents carried large anuunts of Rmkfup to Rmk 20.U00), end 
always a certain amount of U.S. paper dollars (between l|UO and 500). Peculiar* 
ly enough, many of the German banknotes bore bloodstains, as they had been 
taken from German wounded cr dead. This gave a due to tho capture of the 
agent ANGE&UNN, who had eiven a sum of money to his father for safekeeping; 
this led consequently to his own arrest* The agents of the Komintern team 
wero tho worst equipped again as they only carried a few thousand Rmk* and * 
only 200 U.S. Dollars, 

27* The NKVD agents had with them a certain amount of concentrated food 
for eight days, generally of British origin. Quite a number of agents were 
found in possession of exaggerated quantities of falsified Reise-Lebensndt- 
karten. For example the agent KAUULER, was found in possession of 180 Kgrs 
of meat coupons, butter coupons for 120 Kgrs, and bread coupons for over 
200 Kgrs. Later on, the NKVD did net give its agents ary coupons any more 
but gar/o them more money, to allow then tc buy their food on the black market* 
Apart from this, most agents carried seme medicines (stimulants - for exanple. 
German-made Pervitin, some anti-pyretic s, etc.). 

28. Agents of tho Russian FronWufklaerungstruppen wero equipped with 
food for so many weeks as they thought that they would have tc live in the 
country before being joined by their own troops. “Quellbrot" and pork- 
fat wore their staple foods. 
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2 9# NKVD agents carried prison in the form of tablets, surrounded by a 
rubber wrapper (about fivo tines tho lethal dose), which could bo easily con- 
cealed between tho teeth and bitten through at tho oportune moment# 



.j 30* Further oqiipmont of the agents consisted of x compasses, Russian General 
/ * staff maps (ospoci ally tho Frontaufklaorungstruppon agents), no cameras, 
generally no socrot inks. Only tho Konintom team was found in possession 
of a secret ink formula on a special kind of microfilm. According to K&tSH 
tais ink had been newly discovered by the Russians, it did not contain any 
silver bromide layer, nor any bi\ aide grain and coulcl thus bo made as 
small as possible; thus a full typewritten page could bo reduced to a 
microfilm, tho size of a pinhead.

3lu Amongst tho addresses where events were to report was the one belonging 
\\ to a lawyer. Dr. Napoleon BJ^H^BXi^of Prinz Eugenstrasse, 2 Vienna IV. 

Dr. BICRttET had been a rather high official at the Ukrainian Qabassy 
in Prague, when Ukraine was still independent. Later he loft Ukraine, 
traveled through the Soviet Union and finally installed himself in 
Vienna as a lawyer. Ho was known to have had dose connection with 
tho following per sc* ns, who wore mainly celebrated for their role in the 
v ill-begotten Kapp-putsch and their further unusual destinies: Lincoln 

.^TREBIXSCH and ColonelB AlJER V who was to die in China, after having been 
a military adviser tc "lie Chinese Government. This circle, which had 
also dose connections with LUDENDORFF, made quite a lot of propaganda 
for better relations with tho Soviet Union. In the 1930* a BIUH^HI 
became unofficial legal adviser tc the Soviet Connercial Mission. 

The agents of the Funkspiel "Burgenland" received tho order from the 
NKVD to contact Dr. BICHARX on hi 1 legal matters, which they did* It was 
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quite apprxent that tho NKVD considered BICH*RY as quite an important person 
sinco ''Zd'/TRim 11 instructed tho agent of the Funk spiel Quart! cnoachor Bins'* 
to tell Dr, BIGrtiRY to contact a NKVD official in Istanbul, (^fortunately 
Dr, was at that tine in jail for collusion with tho agents of tho 

group "Burgcnland" . far as subject knows. Dr, DIOHJa was in the con- 

centration carp of Dachau at the end of the war. 



35, The NKVD unsuccessfully tried to couple a Vionnoso agent with another 
who hod no relatives or connections in Vienna, Dio Viennese was to provide 
some safe abode for the team, thrxugh his connections, but was forbidden 
to contact his relatives, (a rule to which no agent held himself), The 
agent, who had found a safe abo Jo (favorable situation on high level, apartment 
provided with dtamative current, otc. ) , rapidly became quite a thony 
problem to his host, who ran tho risk of being executed for harboring a 
foreign agent (Fuidbeguenstigung).

2. Two hours afterwards, the ^ussendienststelle i/iener Neustadt announced 
that a certain Josef Sj*SSO from dnzendorf, Kreis ulenor Neustadt had been 
arrested and condemned to a term in prison for participation in a communist 
youth movement in 19l|0. After his imprisonment, SA3SO had boon inducted in 
the German hTiuy, assigned to a disciplinary oonpany, sent to North **frica, 
where he had. deserted and min over to tho Allies. 

3« Subject immediately proceeded to tfinzondorf in company of two of his best 
men, *n ton BROEDL and Hans PpTZC NGER, Tho actually found S*JS30 in his parent* s 
home.
